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What is Consistemt with an Unbiassed
Judiciary !

Tuw trial of Jobn H. Surratt, whish has taken
place at Washington, has developed a line of
oonduot on the part of certain members of the
bar which is as novel as the verdict, or rather
the non-verdiot of the jury. Setting aside the
testimony adduced during the trial, and the
singular method of examination adopted by the
counsel for the prisoner, we would oall atten-
tion to the amasing and disgraceful conduot of
Jogeph H. Bradley, Sr. Our readers canuvot
have forgotten the insolence which charaoter-
ized that gentleman’s conduct, and the arro-
ganoe of his tone at the very outset of the
oasge, DBot not content with insult, he went
further, and after the adjournment of the
Court asssulted Judge Fisher im the hall of
Justice, seized on him, sick as he was, and
within the very coufiuss of the Court struck its
presiding officer. Nor was this assault for
any conduct of his Honor while off the benoh.
Had it been that a personal difficulty
had ooourred away from the routine of official
daty, or had it been that the grounds for
offense were laid at any other time than during
the sitting of the court, cuch condnct might
have had some feeble palliation. It is not to
be supposed that the ermine oan protect its
wearer when the wearer transgresses in his
private character the ocourtesy whioh is due
from a gentleman to a gentleman. For words
spoken off the bench the jmige must be as
responsible as the commou draymsan. Bat
when in the discharge of his offivial duties,
when from his seat on the bench a judge has
ocoasion to censure or correct an attorney
practising before him, and to compsl from the
attorney that deference which is due to the
offioial position of the judge, it is contrary to
all principles of common sense, it is sub-
versive of all freedom unbiassed
aotion of the judiciary, to allow the
attorney to avenge his assumed wrong by an
assault after the Court has adjourned. Suap-
posing even that justice be on the side
of the lawyer, and that the judge was
really the offender, who is to decide whether
the grounds for an assault are sufficlent or
notf Is every lawyer to be the only arbitra-
tor as to whether the court has transgressed
its privileges ! Is every judge to be exposed
to the rage of a defeated practitioner? If such

is to be the rule, then justice is & farce, the

judiciary is no longer free, the court is little
better than the prize-ring, and the only
quality necessary for a successful advooate is a
well-developed muscle, Why not extend the
principle further, and let each juror be respon-
sible to the lawyer, and let him form his ver-
diot with the fear of a castigation before his
eyes? Then would Heenan and Morrissey
excel, and Webster and Beunton and Dallas
take inferior places, to make room for the
champions of the prize-ring.

Mr. Bradley assaulted Judge Fisher for a
decizion on the bench. The case was a peou-
liarly aggravated one, and had it occurred in
our city would have received an instantaneons
punishment. Within an hour after the act
the name of the offender would have ceased to
appear on the list of attorneys. Judge
Fisher, howaever, pursued a milder oourse,
god allowed the trial of Surratt to continue
“and come to a conclusion before he took any
step towards vindicating the diguity of the
Court. When, however, the jury had been
discharged, he then directed that the name of
Mr. Bradley be erased from the list of attor-
nays. In doing o he acted in the only man-
ner possible which was consistent with the
regpect of the Cowurt and the preservation of
the dignity of the judicial tribunal. The fact
that four days previous to this action Mr. Brad-
ley had written a challenge, is another argument
to prove that the expulsion of such & member
of the bar was eminently proper. The state-
ment that the bar of Washington is opposed
to such an aotion is, we believe, an error.
Every right-thinking lawyer will heartily
approve of the preservation of the freedom of
the bench, and the action of Judge Fisher was
essential to a vindication of the sanctity of
the ermine, and the preservation of the free-
dom of that department of government on
which the people must enotirely rely for
Justice,

Rumored Intention of the President to
Hesign,

Tas rumor that President Johmson was
about to resign is ssid to have prevailed ex-
tenaively in Washington for a day or two past.
We have no means of knowing upon what
basis of fact, if any, this report obtained cur-
renoy; bul we are very sure that snch a step
on the part of the President would be the most
popular act of his administration. He has lost
the confidence and respect of the country, irre-
fpective of party. He is totally unable to
oarry out his own line of policy, and he keaps
the nation in & chronie condition of agltation
by his persistent and exasperating efforts Lo
defsat the polioy of the people. Hae is the
great impediment to & pesceful and prompt
reconstruotion of the Union. Why, then,
should he not resign! He was slevated to the
Prosidenoy not by the vote of the peopls, but
by the pistol of an assussin; he has not ad-
ministered the office in sccordance with the
will of the peopls; he bas punk lower and
lower in popular estimation every month that

has held office; if he escspes impeachment

 and  removal it will be by the merest
obanos; he is the source of national dis-
quiet and exasperation; he s doing no good
but muoch evil where he is; and why not,
therefore, resign! Why not do one thing whioh
everybody will recognize as most appropriate
to be done?

The Fortane of Chief Justice Chase,

A panadnarsi has been floating the rounds of
the papers that Chief Justios Chase was a poor
man before the war, and that he now returns
an onormous incoms, derived from illegiti-
mate gaing while he held the poat of SBeoretary
of the Treasury. That a public man 8o promi-
pent as the Chief Justios, and #o foarleasly
ontgpoken in his opinions, should ¢reats the
hatred of many, and that his character shonld
be aspersed, is no canse for surprise, As the
father of the great aystem of National Banks,
it immediately ocours that a peouniary assault
would have a seeming foundation.

Other public men as pure as Judge Chase
bave suffered the same., DBut the slander in
the present oase is without the slisdow of a
foundation. The Chief Justice was a rich man
before he went to Washington in any oapaocity,
and during the whole of his pablic life his ex-
penses bave always exoeeded his salary.
Living with open liberality and ex-
tended hospitality, he has always been
compelled to draw on his private fortune
in order to keop up this style of living.
The story now so industriously olroulated is
only a base and malicious falsehood set on fooy
to injure the Chief Justios, and to affeot his
future politioal prospects. It strikes a man in-
vulperable in his honesty, and will fail te
damage the reputation of a statesman of so
high a standing as the head of our national
judiciary.

The President’s Dilemma,

Wz do not wonder that President Johnson
moves slowly in the Btanton matter. Should
he attempt to remove the Secretary of War
in violation of law, he would certainly furnish
a olenr and undisputable case for impeachment.
That the intent of the Tenure of Office bill was
to take from the President the power of re-
moving Cabinet officers, without the oconsent
of the Senate, is indisputable; and the quibblas
whereby this plain intent of the law is sought
to be avoided, might not possess much weight
with the Benate as a high Court of Impeach-
ment.

On the other hand, if Stanton is merely sus-
pended, the whole matter will go at onoe to
the Senate upon its assembling, where he will
be fully sustained, and will return to his office
with all the prestige of trinmph over the Pre-
sident.

The dilemma is an ugly one, and Mr. John-
son should have studied it more carefully
before he encountered it.

The Surratt Case,

Tue Surratt case has terminated In a disagrees-
mentof the jury. While the wretched crimi-
nal thus escapes a legal conviction as one of
the murderers of the President, we doubt that
the public judgment of his connection with
that crime will be at all modified thereby.
Enough has been developed on the trial to
show conclusgively that he was one of the con-
spirators. Whether he was actually present
in Washington on the day of the assassination
matters little. The jury has saved him from
the gallows, but the brand of Cain is upon
him.

The facts developed on this trial show that
Surratt was a conspirator and a traitor, but
whether & Washington jury could be found to
convict him i8 & question. It is donbtful whe-
ther such & jury would have convicted even
Booth himself.

Coxover'#s B ror A PArpox.—The despe-

rate straits to which the President is rednced
are revealed when he summons a convicted
and self-acknowledged perjurer to his aid.
Sanford Conover, alias Dunham, concoocts a
story which on its very face bears evidence
of frand, and the President, through a supple
tool, sends it forth to the world. Nobody will
wonder that Conover, a convicted perjurer,
ghould have invented the story, because he
hoped, and not unreasonably, thereby to ob-
tain a pardon; but that the President should
have thought that such a fanfaronade of fraud
and folly would have any influence upon the
public mind, only shows to what a fearful
extremity he has been reduced. But Mr.,
Johnson should mow play fair, and give
Conover the pardon which he has so richly
earned.

“Fiercr Sreoracies.’’—The latest oharge
against the distingnished Secretary of War is
that he wears ierce spectacles,” Says our
Demooratio contemporary this morning: —*‘No
tear moistened the dark eyslids of the Advo-
eate-General, or dimmed the fierce spectacles of
the Secretaryof War.'" We submit that this is
too bad. A man who wears "‘fisrce spectacles”
ought not to be allowed to hold a seat in the
Cabinet. This fierceness 1s undonbtedly owing
to the peculiar character of the glasses used in
the construction of the spectacles. Mr. Stanton
ghould try some other maker,

The result was due to the almost
unanimous opposition of the St. Louia people,
who not only grombled and protested, as we did
bere, but made praciical and physical resisiance
to the imposition. Knowing their rights, they
defended them, On the last day when the six
cent fare was demandeod there was a series of
lively squabbles “along the whole line." Fre-
quent collisions occurred between the pas-
sengers sand 1he conductors, but the police
adopted this sensible and just rule—that when
the pascepgers simply acted on the defensive,
the conductors should be arrested, Finding
that the battle was going against them urder
thi=s regulation, the rallroad Jdirectors ordered
that the cars be stopoed whenever any eollisions
between the passengers and conductors oc-
currcd, but tuis “dodge” ans Iruitless, for the
police would not allow the standing cars to
obstruct the streetd, Bonten ul all points, and
floding that the Police Court aecided generally
in favor of the passengees, the raliroad 2om-
pauies concluded to back wo or and retwa to
the legal and just rate of fure. They are not
through their troubles, however. for the Sireet
Commissioner hins brought s¢veral suits against
them for obstructing the <treets: and other suits
may he ipstituted for failure 'o rum on regular
time, Iti¢acomfort to know that the ‘‘one
cent war” has been exiremely unprofitable to
them.
